Supreme Court of Missouri resumes its 
session to-morrow, amd in anticipation of it 
the lawyers are beginning to assemble. The 
first case,to be.taken up for consideration 
when — court meets to-morrow is the 
Jones-Pulitzer case, which was advanced 
on the docket just before adjournment and 
the hearing set for Oct. 1. 

Great interest is felt in this case, locally 
and throughout the State, because it in- 
volves the control of the Post-Dispatch. 
If the Supreme Court affirms the decision 
of the lower court, Col. Jones will remain 
in eentrol of the Post-Dispatch until the 
termination of his five years’ contract.

The briefs in the case on both sides have 
been filed. That for the appellants, the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co., is a pamphlet of 
eighty-two pages, bristling with the citation 
ot authorities and containing a closely 
reasoned argument. The brief submitted 
in behalf of respondent, Charles H. Jones, 
is a pamphiet of 133 pages, containing first, 
a full statement of the case, with docu- 
ments, letters and the like; second, the 
prief or law points, with ample citation 
of authorities, and third, the argument, 
which is confined in the main to the law 
points.

NINE KILLED AT SAVANNAH. 


Numerous Ships Were Lost and Many 
Persons Drowned on the 
Islands. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 30.—The West In- 
dian cyclone that swept over the city and 
this section yesterday has’ hardly been 
equaled for Intensity and destruction within 
the memory of those now living. a 

The wind reached its highest shortly after 
13 o'clock, but its exact velocity may never 
be known. The instrument at the weather 
bureau registered 6 miles an hour and then 
went to pieces. The barometer went to 28.90, 
It would have gone lower and even below 
the oH of 1893 had the storm continued 
longef. 

The blow was practically over within two 


and one-half hours, but for that time it 


raged with an intensity heretofore un- 
known. 

Tin roofs were the special playthings of 
of the wind and they rolled up everywhere | 
as if they were’ made of tissue paper, 
with the nicety observed by ‘the tinner 
in economizing space. There must have 
been 100 tons of tin rolled off roofs In Sa- 
vannah yesterday. 

Bricks and wires fell everywhere, and 
hundreds of roofs were totally demolished. 
It is impossible to enumerate the buildings 
unroofed or partially destroyed. Shattered 
trees covered every street and these, wit 
hundreds of fallen wires, made the stree 
impassable for several hours.

POLICEMAN CLUBBED HIM. 


WAS ARRESTED WHILE DRUNK. 


Four Years Ago His Niece Was Ac- 
cused of Killing Her Father 
With ‘Poison. 


Robert Morrison died at St. John’s Hos- 
pital Tuesday of paralysis resulting from 
a fractured skull. 


caused Dr. T. F. Prewitt, the hospital phy- 
slelan, to refuse to issue a death certifi- 
cate. He referred the matter to the Cor- 
oner. 

Morrison made various statements. while 
confined at the hospital that he had been 
clubbed by a policeman. 

Wednesday the Coroner received an anon- 


ymous letter in which it was stated that 
though Morrison’s friends held that he had 
sustained his injury at the hands of a po- 
liceman, an investigation would lead to 
sénsational disclosures in another direction. 
The letter was evidently written by some 
one unfriendly to Morrison’s sister, with 
whom he lived at 1609 North Second street. 

Coroner Wait at once served notice on 
Murphy & Amend, the undertakers engaged 
2 8 Morrison, that an inquest would be 
held. 

‘Morrison was 88 years old, a bricklayer d 
occupation and a hard drinker. He enter 
St. John’s Hospital Sept. 7. He was exam- 
ined by Dr. Prewitt and found to be suffer- 
ing from a fractured skull. He had been 
arrested early on the morning of Sept. 6 at 
Sixth and Wash streets by Officer Adolph 
Himeles of the Third District. He was taken 
to the station apparently very drunk and 
placed in a cell. few hours later he 
complained of being sick. He 
taken to the City Dispensary, where Dr, 
Newcomb said he was paralyzed in the lower 
limbs and sent him to the City Hospital. 
His sister, Mrs. McKibben, had him re- 
moved to St. John’s Hospital next day. 

While there he told Dr. Prewitt that 
Officer Himeles had struck him on the 
head with his club. Though Morrison was 
delirious much of the time, Dr. Prewitt 
thought it safest to let the Coroner deter- 
mine the cause of his death, in view of this 
statement. 7 

Capt. Joyce and Sergt. K of the Third 
District do not think that Himeles struck 


was 


the man. Himeles, they say, is a quiet and 


self-contained officer. No evidence has 80 
far been obtained to show that the patrol- 
man hit Morrison. When arrested he was 
lying in a stupor on the pavement, his shoes 
had been removed and, according to the 
23 his pockets were turned wrong side 
out. 

Morrison was an uncle of Maud McKib- 
ben, who was acquitted of a serious charge 
four years ago. Maud was keeping house 
for her father, John McKibben. One ‘night, 
after eating supper, he sickened and died 
before morning. An autopsy showed that 
he had been poisoned. Maud was exonerated, 
after a long — f She has since married. 

Mrs. Margaret cKibben of 1609 North 
Second street said -Wednesday afternoon 
that she had attended her brother every day 
since he was taken to the hospital. 

He told me,“ she said, “that a policeman 
struck him on the head and that he was 
then dragged to the police station. 

“He referred to this time and again, but 
it was in a rambling kind of way. I paid 
little attention to it, because it was so 
rambling. He was never in entirely right 
mind since I saw him after he was hurt. 

He hd been 2 fearfully the even- 
ing he got arrested. I let him have $5 that 
day. He spent it all and then put up some 
of his clothes at Harrington’s to My road- 
way and Howard, for more drinks. He 
could not have been in his senses when ar- 
rested. Even his shoes were gone. Yester- 
day the men at the saloon sent to my house 
for more of my brother's clothes, saying 
that he had sent for them. They didn't 
know he was dead. 

My brother lived here with me. He had 
been doing little work lately. He was in- 
sured for about $400, I think, and I suppose 
he left it to his children. They are living 
in this city, but I do not know where. The 
Bricklayers’ Union insured him. 

“I suppose my brother’s death was caused 
by a blow over the head, but I haven't got 
it straight enough to directly accuse the 
policeman who arrested him. If the police- 
man did it he ht to be punished. Some 
one did it, unless got the injury in a fall, 
— 1 the Coroner or police ought to find 
out.“

It is impossible to make any es- 
timate of the buildings wholly or partial- 
ly demolished, nor of the monetary extent 
of the damage. : 

The greatest single loss is that of the 


Susquehanna at Columbia, nothing being 
left of it but the piers, the iron span in 
the middle and the first span at each end. 

The bridge was a mile and a quarter oy 
and said to be the longest covered bridge in 
the world. 

In this city a large number of buildings 
were partly demolished and unroofed and 
the streets littered with debris. » Telegraph 
dnd telephone wires throughout the county 
are down, or badly tangled.

On Feb. 21, 1893, there was a debate in Congress on a bill to compel rall- 
roads engaged in interstate commerce to use on their cars couplers which 
would protect the lives and limbs of their employes. There was opposition to 
the bill, but William Jennings Bryan urged its passage. He said: 

I for one am willing to stay here till this session ends, because I think this 
bill should be passed. I believe it is dictated by humanity, and I am not 
willing, if I can prevent it, that these men shall be killed and maimed just 
because some of the railroads insist that they cannot afford to put these coup- 
lers on their cars. The only objection that I have heard made, the only real 
one in that letter of Mr. Haines found on our desks this morning, is that 
it would cost $75 a car, or $75,000,000. Some 22,000 persons have been injured. 
Those of us who have associated with these men know that there is scarce- 
ly one of them employed for any length of time in railroading Who does not 
have a hand off, or fingers off, or foot off, or is not maimed in some way, and 
we have had produced here proof of the startling number killed. Now I ask, 
Mr. Speaker, does it not appeal to us, who are members of the only body which 
can give this relief, because States are powerless—does it not appeal to us and 
to our humanity to pass such laws as will give protection to the lives and 
»limbs of these people? | 

The doctrine of non-interference has been invoked time and again, and of- 
ten in vain, to protect the individual from trespasses upon his rights, and 
now, in this latter day, the doctrine of non-interference is invoked when the 
corporations of this country seek to trample upon the rights of the people 
and to disregard even the common duties they owe to humanity. I insist, Mr.

CASH OR USURIOUS PAPER? 
The orgahs of the free coinage of cor- 
poration paper continue to repeat that 
under coinage of silver the mine 
owner would make 60 cents on every 
dollar coined. 
That is false and absurd, but even if 
he did he would not make it at the ex- 
pense of both the taxpayers and the busi- 
ness community as the profits on the 
circulation of corporation notes are made.

It is estimated that the 28 grains in a 
Fold dollar cost to mine them about 380 
cents. They afe worth intrinsically about 
45 cents. If gold were no longer used 
as money they would fall in price to their 
intrinsic value for making finger rings 
and breast pins, and the gold dollar would 
be worth between 40 and 60 cents. It 
would never fall below 85, assuming that 
as ite present labor cost, unless its labor 
cost should be cheapened by new proc- 
esses of mining. Then it might possibly 
go lower still. This assumes, of course, 
that it could be permanently demone- 
tized as English ahd Wall Street bankers 
are trying to demonetize ajlveér.

Curious Statement of Rev. Smith at 
the Prison Congress. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 30.—At last 
night's session of the Prison Congress the 
Rev. Samuel G. Smith, lecturer on sociology 
in Minnesota State University, spoke on 


crime in its relations to economics. 

Mr; Smith, in geoxsing out, said 
tistics taken in Englan showed that crime 
was greater during the eras of prosperity 
than during the time of business depression. 
This, he said, was in part explained by the 
fact that during times An drunk- 
enness and dissipation 1 to the com- 
mitting of crime. He said That the pro- 
portion to the effect that crime had in- 
creased in the United States while it hati de- 
creased in Europe was entirely à fallacy. 
His observation had shown him that the 

eatest number of crimes were committed 
by the most advanced and morally most 
progressive nations. For instance, the En- 
glishman was much more addicted to crime 
than the East Indian. This was due to the 
fact that the East Indian was one of an old 
nation, satisfied to 40 along in his estab- 
lished way. He take to drink, and 
as a result did not the paths which led 
away from law and order. 

The following resolution offered by F. G. 
Pettigrew of Boston was unanimously 
adopted: 

-Whereas, Sunday, Oct. 26, 1896, has been 
designated as Prison Sunday,” 

Resolved, That the Nattonal Prison As- 
sociation earnestly requests all clergymen 
in the United States and Canada to preach 
a sermon or hold a service on or near the 
day in the interests of prison reform and 
the prevention of crime. 

Resolved, That the wardens and superin- 
tendents of prisons and reformatories who 
eae newspapers are requested to pub- 
ish a prison Sunday edition early in October 
and to circulate it among the clergymen 
in their respective States.

The club received an invitation to march 
with the Democratic clubs on Friday night, 
but owing to the non-partisan character of 
the organisation, it was deemed unwise to 
do s, as a club. It was the sense of the 
members, however ,that they parade as in- 
dividuals in the citizens’ division. 

At the meeting Tuesday night resolutions 
were passed denouncing the Lindell Rail- 
way for discharging from its employ Joseph 
Go n, because of his connection with the 
Workingmen’s Bryan Club. 

Following are the resolutions: 

Whereas, It has come to the knowledge of this 
club that an employe of the Lindell Street Railway 
has been discharged from the position of conductor 
on that road because he had the moral courage to 
maintain his —— opinions, and because he 
handed to his fellow-workmen the constitution and 
membership cards of this club; now therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Workingmen’s Bryan Club 
of St. Louis, being composed of the plain peo- 
ple“ who work for a living, is unable to find lan- 
guage in which to express its contempt for such 
dastardly attacks upon American manhocu; and 
further, be it 

Resolved, That while the American citizen who 


-labors for a living realizes and respects the rights 


of capital in its proper sphere, yet when capital 
thus attacks our manhood and our sacred right of 
citizenship by denying us the right to honestly earn 
bread for our families unless we sell our political 
opinions with our service, then we submit that 
capital has forced an issue, upon which all honest 
workingmen can take but one side; and further, 


Resolved, That every member of this club pledges 
himself to do all in his power to secure work for 
Mr. ; discharged employe, and calls upon 
the citizens of St. Louis who value manhood above 
the dollar; who believe in freedom of opinion and 
the Constitution, that gives to all men equai 
rights, to do all in their power to wipe from the 
city’s fair name the disgrace and tyranny practiced 
by this street railway upon its employes; and fur- 
ther, be it 

Resolved, That the membership of this club—or 
those who are able—contribute towards a fund to 
employ Mr. Gordon, and that he be instructed to 
work for the advancement of the Workingmen’s 
Bryan 3 among the street railway employes of 
this city’. 

Gordon, himself, was present, and told his 
Story. It aroused the indignation of the 400 
men present to such a state that they de- 
manded efforts be made to prosecute the offi- 
cials of the road. Attorney Frank Ryan 
has offered his services free in the case. 
Affidavits will be made and the case 
pushed. 

Ward organizations are being pushed in 
all the wards. On Wednesday night there 
will be a meeting in the Sixth Ward at 
Lamkemeyer’s Hall, 1408 Salisbury street, 
and one in the Sixteenth Ward at Kam- 
man’s Hall, 2126 Madison street.

The following letter has been received by 
the Post-Dispatch with reference to the 
Gordon matter: 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Referring to the published statements in 
your issue of Monday and Tuesday, Sept. 28 
and 29, concerning the discharge from the 
employ of the Lindell Railway as conductor 
of one Joseph Gordon, who, it is alleged by 
said articles, was discharged for po- 
litical reasons, and because he was 
a member o and solicitin for a 
club reputed to be a Workingmen’s 
Bryan Club, I have never made public the 
cause of the discharge of.any man, and I 
regret now to enter into any explanation of 
the matter referred to, preferring to allow 
the article of Monday, Sept. 28, to go un- 
noticed, but as you have seen fit to follow 
the same with the article of Tuesday, Sept. 
29, together with a very prominent editorial 
on the subject, and believing that you will 
give my emphatic denial of the alleged 
reasons as much prominence as the article 
referred to. 

1. The statement attributed to Mr. Gor- 
don that he refused an offer of reinstate- 
ment, conditioned that he support Mr. Me- 
Kinley, or that any reference to politics 
was made either by Mr. Padfield or myself, 
as alleged in said article, or that I tried to 
persuade him to take back his job, that I 
asked him to sign a pledge to support Mr. 
McKinley or that I said anything to him 
other than to inform him in unmistakable 
language the cause of his discharge. 

The statement that thirteen known Bryan 
men were dropped from the company’s rolls 
immediately are equally as false, 
challenge your informer to give the name of 
a single man discharged for that reason. It 
is true I refused to be interviewed on the 
subject referred to and I informed your 
reporter that I was not accustomed to 
notice such silly rumors and suggested that 
if his paper published anything to confine 
itself to the truth.

THEN SHE AND HER CELLMATE 
GOT OUT OF PRISON. 


SUPT. KARR WAS DECEIVED. 


Two Noted Female Thieves Escape 
From the Work-House With 
the Aid of a Friend. 


Ethel Albright and Frankie Craig were 
sent to the Work-House last January to 
serve a year each for theft. Aided by a 
friend on the outside they escaped at 5:30 
Wednesday morning. 

They were made trusties“ with a spe- 
cial assignment as scrub women. 

Since their incarceration Ethel Albright, 
who is but 20 years old, has played a 
smooth role. 

She became an ardent worker in behalf 


of the Christian Endeavor Society which 
visits the prison each Sunday in behalf of 
religion. Ethel pretended to be reformed. 
She was a valuable acquisition to the staff 
of the Endeavorers because she was near 
to the prisoners and could exert a salu- 
tary effect on the morals of the institution. 

Herr Nic Karr placed confidence in Ethel 
because of her supposed reformation and in 
her cell-mate, Frankie Craig, because of 
the association. 

After he gave them the freedom of the 
interior of the prison their friends came 
to their rescue, An escape was planned 
and before daylight Wednesday a man went 
to a deserted shed about a half block to- 
ward the river from the office of the Work- 
House. He carried in a bundle two street 
dresses, one for Ethel and the other for 

rankle. 

8 5:30 a. m. the women entered the office 
of the prison with buckets and brushes 
and were alone for five minutes. They left 
the office by the front door, ran down to 
the shed, met their confederate, doffed 
the prison garb and donned the other 
dresses. 

Then they proceeded down to the river 
bank, and thence north to the densely 
settled part of the city. 

Ethel Albright was known to the police 
as a dangerous thief previous to a year aso. 
She had been implicated in many robberies, 
securing her opportunities to steal through 
her disreputable life. 

She is pretty and has been the mistress 


of a man prominent in Republican politics. 


Frankie Craig had not been in the city 
long, but she had made a police record,
